YOKOHAMA. ; 

The following extracts are from the Japan Mail of July 22 :— 

The Adventure, with some three hundred marines has arrived 
at this port. The marines will take the place of the lst battalion 
10th Regiment, which is to be moved to Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore. There is to be a farewell entertainment to the officers of 
the 10th. 

A party, consisting of Mr. Russell Robertson, H.M.’s Vice- 
Consul, M. Jaquemot, Mr. Strachan, and Mr. Walter has recently 
returned from a tour in the silk districts made under the auspices 
of Mr. Adams, H.B.M. Chargé d’ Affaires. 

The silk crop is reported as large and good, and it is also said 
that the notification distributed to the silk-reelers has had much 
effect in producing more careful reeling. 

We announced last mail that Russia had taken entire posses- 
ion of the Island of Saghalien, refusing any joint occupation of it 
with the Japanese. The act is unscrupulous and unjustifiable, 
but the resources of the island will be more quickly developed by 
Russia than by the Yedo Government. Compensation will how- 
ever have to be paid to the Japanese for the portion of territory 
of which they have been dispossessed, and as it contains valuable 
coal mines, it is to be hoped this will be liberal. 

Except for these mineral resources it is impossible to look upon 
the island as of any great value to Japan, though it is equally 
mee to regard the action of Russia without reprehension. As 
will be observed, a commissioner has been sent northward to ne- 
gotiate upon the whole matter. 

Soyejema, one of the councillors of state, left Yedo on Tuesday, 
the llth, for Hakodadi and Possiette Bay, in order to open nego- 
tiations with respect to Saghalien. 

We have received the second number of the Yokohama Mas- 
guito. It is very neatly printed, and the frontispiece is well de- 
signed. We notice but one omission, but that is of some im- 

ortance in a comic paper ; the contributors seem to have such & 
ead of levity that they have left out all the jokes. 








HIOGO. 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
TERRIFIO GALE. 

On the night of the 5th—11 p.m. to 1 A.M.—-we were visited 
with a typhoon, the effects of which and the tidal wave, if it was 
one, have been fearful. Four steamers and one barque are total 
wrecks, two more steamers (small ones) are high and dry on the 
beach—in fact, partly in the houses in which they broke down. - 
Whole propertics are entirely destroyed ; one shipyard and 
foundry (Wignall’s) is utterly devastated, not a stone standing to 
show where either house or foundry stood, whilst the heaviest 
machinery, such as lathes, punching-machines, dvc., many weigh- 
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ing tons, are washed alee from where they were before firmly 
fixed. Mr. Wignall, his wife, and child had a very narrow es- 
cape, having only got out of the house when the water was up to 
his neck, and only five minutes before all was swept away ; four 
servants were drowned. ‘his case is not & solitary one ; numbers 
had equally narrow escapes. One lady had .to throw her chil- 
dren out of the window, and jump after them ; junks without end 
have been sunk or destroyed, and the number of native lives lost 
must be immense. The case of the penis Pride of the Thames 
is the worst ; she either parted her anchors or dragged on shore, 
where she turned on her side; captain, mate, second mate, 
steward, and one man were drowned ; the rest were rescued from 
the rigging. She now lies within a hundred feet of the beach (which 
is very steep) on her side, the upper side being about six feet out 
of water at low water. Numbers of craft building have been 
washed away, and every scrap lost. ‘The China and Japan 
Trading Oompany’s loss is the heaviest ; they owned three of the 
steamers lost. The old Cricket is at last done for; she lays on 
the beach broken intwo. All the bund masonry is washed away, 
and altogether the Kobé of to-day is as different from that of the 
6th as old Shanghai to the present one. We escaped, as we live 
in a place surrounded with trees, and these broke the force of the 
wind ; so that though many of them are uprooted, the house es- 
caped. Ido not think the force of the wind was as great as I 
have experienced in two or three previous typhoons, but the 
water did the damage. I fear many foreigners are entire} 
ruined. You may imagine the force of the water when I tell 
you that in a back street, 150 feet from the bund, and running 

arallel with it, an iron safe weighing three tons, which was too 
lee to be put inside a store, was carried some forty feet up and 
across the road. The bay is covered with floating wreck. It will 
take a very long time to restore things to their former state, and 
many fear will greatly injure the prospects of the port. 





The following items are from the Hiogo News :— 

Mr. Morel, of the Imperial Railway Department, arrived here 
on Friday from his preliminary survey of the route between Tsu- 
ruga Bay and Kioto. We are very glad to hear that it has been 
determined by the authorities to construct a liue of railway from 
Tsuruga to Kioto, and thence to connect it at Osaka with the 
Hiogo and Osaka line. This new line is viewed with much favour 
by the Japanese of all classes, we are informed. It will connect 
the east and west ‘coasts of the island, passing through one of 
the most fertile districts of Japan, and its advantages to ourselves, 
both at Osaka and here, are incalculable, The town of Tsuruga 
—or Tsurunga, as it is pronounced—is but a comparatively small 
one, of perhaps 12,000 inhabitants. The bay to which it gives its 
name is stated by some who have seen it to be one of the finest, 
if not the finest, in Japan. The entrance to it is narrow, but it 
afterwards expands something after the fashion of the famous har- 
bour of Sydney, which, with that of Rio de Janeiro, competes for 
the honour of being the finest harbour in the world. 

The passes through the ranges between Lake Biwa and Tsu- 
runga are reported to be of casy gradients, and the greater part 
of the proposed route, as it runs along the lake, is stated to pre- 
greater difficulties than does our own simple line to 
Osaka. ‘The surveys are to be commenced at once, and as soon as 
they shall have been completed the works will be immediately 
begun. 

m Simioshi and Sakai reports reach us of great mischief 
done by the recent typhoon. Many junks have been destroyed, 
and some lives lost. We hear that no less than one hundred and 
seventy houses were destroyed at the two places. 

In the districts where the sea has overflowed the rice-fields to 
the depth of but a few inches, the plants may possibly yet be 
saved, ay, although the outer blades are browned, the inner ones 
afe generally left green. 

From Kiushiu we have also reports that the harbours on the 
eoasts have suffered very severely from the effects of the late ty- 
phoon. In Kata harbour alone over 130 junks and some 850 houses 
are reported destroyed, 450 people being killed and 300 wounded. 
In another harbour, thirty to forty junks are reported destroyed, 
and fifty or sixty people killed. At the village of Terawada, the 
head man of the coolies and 300 of his men are said to have been 
drowned. 

From Kioto we hear that many houses were blown down dur- 
ing the late typhoon, and that six persons lost their lives thereby. 
Owing to the inundation consequent upon the heavy rainfall, the 
native steamers running between Kioto and Osaka, for some days 
after the storm, were obliged to stop at Yodo; we believe, how- 
ever, that they now reach Fushimi, as of old. 

The yearly feast of Nanko was held, as customary, at the 
Kuszunoki Temple, on Wednesday last. There were the usual 
display of flags and processions of finely-dressed Japanese offi- 
cial: a special envoy from the Mikado's Court paying his respects 
to the shrine of the Saint during the course of the day. The 
whole of the ground for the new temple and its garden has been 
levelled, but there was little to be seen on Wednesday beyond a 
Japanese crowd and the everlasting drums. Of course there were 
the usual merman and other stock curiosities, but little to distin- 
guish this from any other native holiday. 

The British barque Pride of the Thames, with all her appurte- 
nances, was sold by publi¢ auction on Monday last, for the sum of 
$1,500, Mr. Frank Fisher being the purchaser. 
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Their Excellencies Okuma and Ito, accompanied by Mr. Car- 
gill, arrived here in the Phase. They proceeded to the Mint, 
where it is to be hoped they will settle the difficulties which have 
hitherto delayed the issue of the new dollar. 


NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
(VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 
Nagasaki, July 15. 

Since my last, on the 15th ultimo, via San Francisco, the follow- 
ing mails have been received here: April 28th and May 5th on 
the 26th June by the steamer Emerald, and those of the 12th and 
19th May on the 7th instant, by the P. M. steamer Ariel. Tho 
movements of the war vessels have been as follows : arrivals, June 
19, H.B.M. gunboat Elé from Hiogo ; 25th, Russian gunboat Er- 
mak, and corvette Haydamaack, both from Shanghai ; 26th Danish 
frigate Tordenskjold, from Yokohama; July 5, Kussian corvette 
Almaz from Shanghai, and French ironclad Alma on the 8th from 
Chefoo.

The tea season has not yet opened at this port, and as yet only 
musters have been shown. The annual report that high prices 
rule up country is a current here, but is disbelieved. If it is 
really true that the local teamen who have gone into the country 
to purchase are resisting the attempt to raise prices, they are to 
be commended, but there is always Seuiderable doubts whether 
enews rumours are not got up to induce foreigners to extend their 
ideas. 

The J: Relics steamer, formerly known as the P. and O. steamer 
Grenada, has been wrecked on Hika Sima, a short distance from 
the spot where the American steamer Yangtsze was wrecked a 
short time ago. The accident occurred at about 5 a.m. on Tues- 
day morning last, when the vessel was steaming at the rate of 
seven knots per hour, and it is supposed that the captain mistook 
the proper channel owing to it being very foggy at the time. 
She was bound for Kokura with Higo troops on board, all of 
whom were saved, and arrived here by the British steam t 
Argus, which was despatched to render assistance. It is reported 
that there is but little chance of getting her off, as she is very 
badly damaged indeed, and nearly covered at high tide. 

The natives are beginning to get anxious about the rice cro 
in the neighbouring districts, which, owing to the absence of a 
are reported to be suffering. It was only a month ago they were 
complaining the rain was spoiling the barley, and now they com- 
plain of the absence of rain. ‘Truly farmers all the world over 
are & grumbling lot, but I thought this failing was confined to 
the British specimen. 

Dr. G. B. Newton, B.N., whose name was frequently before the 
public owing to the appointment he held from the British Govern- 
ment to superintend the establishment of hospitals for the recep- 
tion of patients who would come under the Contagious Diseases 
Act if in England, died somewhat suddenly on the morning of 
the 11th inst., aged about forty-one years. He had been auth - 
ing from an internal complaint for a long time past, and had been 
far from well, but no one thought his end was so near. Up to Satur- 
day last he was walking about the settlement, and even so late as 
Sunday evening nothing remarkable occurred, except that he ap- 
peared to be extremely restless ; but on Monday morning several 
medical men had to be called in, but they could do nothing to 
save him. The cause of his death was his blood and water mixing 
together, but Ido not know the medical term for the co mplaint. 
He was buried with military honours on Tuesday afternoon, in 
which several of the officers and detachments of men from the 
men-of-war then in port joined. Tho whole of the Consuls, and 
nearly the whole of the community, who held the deceased in 
high esteem, also followed him to his grave. 

Everything in freights and exchange is quite nominal, except 
native coin, which is 292 to 294 nebukin per $100.

SHANGHAI. 
Dates aro to the 14th July. The English mail of $May 19th 
arrived on the 4th July. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Suanaual, July 14. 
The political horizon looks clouded. The Yankees have de- 
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cidedly put their foot in it in Korea. Their boats were fired on 
from the Korean forts ; the boats replied, and shelled the forts. 
Two days after the forts were taken, with a loss to the Americans 
of one officer and two men killed, and seventeen men wounded. 
The Koreans lost 240 killed, besides wounded. Having captured 
and dismantled the fort, the American forces re-embarked, as 
their force was too small to march inland. The Americans must 
either abandon their enterprise of opening Korea, or bring 5,000 
men next spring, and land, and occupy the principal towns, so as 
to bring the Korean Government to reason, The expedition has 
returned to Chefoo and this place, being unable to carry the 
matter further without instructions from Washington. The 
Chinese will, doubtless, magnify this into a defeat, and become 
more defiant in their demeanour towards foreigners. The usual 
feathers are going up, which show how the wind blows. The 
mandarins have commenced squeezing any Chinese here who do 
business through foreigners, and torturing them until they pay 
the squeeze demanded of them. The fact is that, in defiance of 
treaties, the old Hong system in force during the East India 
Company’s time is as rampant as ever, and under the 
name of Guilds the same monopoly still exists. There is a 
combination in prices, both in buying and selling, so that 
the forciga merchant 18 at a disadvantage. The Chinese have 
also established a blockade of the port of Hong Kong, as far as 
Chinese boats are concerned, They have one gunboat stationed 
in the Lyemoon, and another lies in the other entrance 
to Hong Kong harbour on the land side, and these levy toll on 
all Chinese vessels passing. Oh, for the days of Pottinger and 
Elgin! but, alas, we have fallen on degenerate days. The Gran- 
villes and the Wades are willing to see their flags dragged in the 
mire, and make no sign. 

Two British subjects (not missionaries) have been seized by the 
Koreans, and it is supposed beheaded. The Ringdove, a British 
gunboat, has been sent from Chefoo to inquire after them. Of 
course no further steps will be taken till instructions come from 
home, and as their deaths may not influence the price of calico, 
the presumption is that nothing will be done. The Gladstone 
Administration is not likely to move in the matter ; most likely 
their inquiries will be directed to the Consul, to ascertain whether 
those unfortunate individuals have paid their registration fee, 
as Lord Granville did in the case of Sister Louise, who, not having 
pa the fee, was ignored as a British. subject. Some of the 

hinese gunboats have hoisted the Viceroy’s flag at Canton. 
One subject ought to be agitated at the revision of the Treaty, viz., 
the heavy tonnage dues levied in Chinese ports on foreign ships. 
The charge—three shillings or more a ton—is enormous, and when 
compared with that levied in England is enormous and a heavy 
tax on‘ourshipping. I am surprised that the shipowners in Eugland 
do not agitate the question. When this charge was fixed by Sir 
H. Pottinger it was thought a great improvement in the charge 
of five or six thousand dollars levied upon ships at Canton, but 
those days are now over, and a more reasonable charge ought to be 
levied, particularly as until lately the Chinese have done nothing 
to improve the harbours or light or buoy their entrances. The 
Lismore steamer was wrecked at the entrance of this harbour 
nearly a year ago, yet nothing has been done to remove the ob- 
struction to navigation. 


The following itemsare from the North China Herald :— 

A fow days ago we printed a translation of a memorial from 
the Governor of Hunan, regarding the desperate financial condi- 
tion to which that province has been reduced by excessive drains 
for military operations in Kansuh. To-day, we give one from the 
Governor of Chekeang, describing a similar dead-lock, brought 
about by excessive demands for finery for the Emperor's ap- 
proaching marriage. 

It is only at long intervals that we get glimpses of the state of 
affairs in the province of Yunnan, and when we do so the tale is 
generally very similar. Success fluctuating between the Impe- 
rialists and the Mussulmans, and the country devastated by hos- 
tile troops. A correspondent has courteously given us a more 
complete sketch of the position of affairs there than we have had 
at our disposal since the interesting narrative by M. de Carne 
speared two years ago in the Revue des deux Mondes: but 
the tale is still the same. The two most important cities in 
the hands of the Mahomedans are Tchen-kiang-fu and Tali. Our 
correspondent writes that, if the Mahomedans remain united, and 
the Imperialists do not bring far greater resources to bear, the 
former will hold out for several generations, and the latter: until 
times too remote for calculation. ‘The greatest success the Impe- 
rialists have lately gained has been the treacherous execution of 
a daughter of the principal Mahomedan general, who seems to 
have been a sort of Jeanne d’Arc. She had gone toa Chinese 
city to negotiate, under safe conduct, but was arrested and killed. 

About a month ago we mentioned that a Ohinese merchant on 
the French Concession had been squeezed $70 by city emissaries, 
for doing business through foreigners. We now hear of a still 
-more outrageous case of persecution under very similar circum- 
stances. An English firm, located on the French Concession, 
sieper for Kiukiang 700 bundles of seaweed by one of the 
U.8.N. Co.'s steamers. A few days later the native broker through 
whom the purchase had been made was summoned to the Tax- 
office, next door to the Oustom-Ho' where he was ordered 
to pay Tis. 100 squeeze, . The pischaasts of the seaweed, 
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on learning the affair, sent a shroff to support his case, 
and to ask that he might be released. he shroff was 
threatened with a flogging for interference. A foreigner then 
went down, and was told he had been sent to the Mixed 
Court. The Maloo people, however, denied any knowledge 
of the affair. It was eventually discovered that the man had been 
sent into the city. He has now been released on payment of 
Tls. 306. He was given the option of payment, or imprisonment 
and torture—implements for the lattor purpose being displayed 
before him. The case has been laid before the English Consul, 
in so far as it affects the interests of the firm; but the interven- 
tion of the French Consul has been also sought to stop the de- 
testable system of espionage which is evidently at work in every 
corner of the settlement. Notably, we are informed there are 
spies regularly stationed at the U. 4 N. and 8.8. N. pedows, to 
mark every transaction in which a native is concerned ; and that 
even every hong in the French Concession is similarly watched. 
Whether the other Concessions are similarly favoured we are as 
yet unaware ; but it is very probable. 

Another native was arrested on Wednesday, for the crime of do- 
ing business through a foreign firm, and squeezed Tls.27.50. His 
case has been laid before the Consul-General for France, the man 
being a resident on a French concession. 

A fire has occurred in Messrs. Dodd and Co.’s tea-packing es- 
tablishment, situated at Twa-tu-tia,a town about twelve miles 
from Tamsui, and after burning a short time was extinguished 
with the loss of the bulk rooms and firing rooms. 


A fire occurred on Thursday morning in vnesp. 
bakery, Hong-kew. The loss is estimated at 
we believe, covered by insurance. 

The difficulties of the Shanghai Olub in regard to a committee 
were finally arranged on the 10th. The present Committee was 
asked, and consented, to serve ee the remainder of the year ; 
and committees are in future to be elected by ballot. 

The P.M.S.8. Company advertise a second mail steamer to 
America this month, which will, we believe, be the first of a fort- 
nightly line. : 

The American residents in Shanghai celebrated the 4th of 
July festival in their usual hearty manner. A large number 
assembled at the U.S. Consulate at noon, where the Declaration of 
Independence was read by the Vice-Consul-General, Dr. M. T. 
Yates, and in the evening, we believe, much festivity took place. 
Mr. G. F. Seward very opportunely returned from his visit to 
Japan in the afternoon. 

he execution of William Williams, for the wilful murder of 
Thomas Mitchinson, took place on the 4th July. Considerable dif- 
ficulty was experienced in finding an executioner. 

Without a word of meine or of farewell, the Cycle appears to 
have quietly lapsed ; the only faint indication that we can dis- 
cover, in recent numbers, of its approaching fate, being a sarcas- 
tic declaration, on the 27th May, that the press in China has no 
influence. ; 

The second number of Puck has been published. The hitherto 
unpublished chapter of Dr. Johnson and Boswell’s experiences in 
China is pointed and well sustained, and the lighter paragraphs 
are witty and genial. 

The following particulars (from the Shanghai Courier) relatin, 
to the loss of the Chusan, on the Korean coast, will be read wit 
interest at the present juncture :— 

It appears that on or about the 2nd of June the German 
schooner Chusan left Chefoo for Possiett, or Port May, but in 

ing round the Korean peninsula was drifted out of her course 
y the current during fog, stranded on an island of the Sir 
James Hall group, and was abandoned by her crew, who reached 
the Korean coast in safety. The authorities offered to send them 
back to Chefoo overland, but intimated that they would be allowed 
to take nothing with them from the wreck, which they considered 
as theirs. The Chinese portion of the crew accepted the offer of a 
convoy overland, but the captain (Shilke) and the foreigners pre- 
ferred risking a run across the Gulf of Liautung in their two boats. 
One proceeded direct to Chefoo, but ag oa Shélke and his party 
fell in with the Palos on her way to Korea, and were taken on 
board by her and treated with the hospitality they needed. 

It appears that in the confusion of the wreck a gun had acci- 
dentally exploded, shattering severely some of the Captain’s fin- 
gers. As soon as he reached Boisée amputation was performed on 
those fingers requiring it. 

In due time the wreck was sold at auction at Chefoo, and was 
knocked down “as she lay on the island of the Sir James Hall 
Group,” for some $80 to two British subjects, one named Camp- 
bell and the other Paul. They immediately got ready a juok and 
with another foreigner, a German, and a numerous body of Chinese 
to conduct the salving operations, started forthe sceneof the wreck. 
But they had scarcely arrived there when they were surrounded by 
large numbers of the Koreans, who bound the three foreigners hand 
sad foot,and slinging them on bamboos, as we see pigs carried about 
through the Settlement, hurried them off into the interior. The 
Chinese were glad to make their escape, and reaching Chefoo on 
the morning of the 6th inst., reported what had occurred. The 
Admiral had left some time before in the Salamis ; and Captain 
Hewett, of the Ocean, as senior naval officer, at once sent orders 
to H.M.8. Ringdove to get up steam to proceed, to make inquiries 
regarding the abducted foreigners. 
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The result is already known; the two Britishers were restored, 
but the German has yet to be rescued. 

The lighthouse on Shaweishan Island, opposite to the Tsung- 
ming, or North Channel branch of the Yangteze river, has just 
been completed, and the light was first exhibited at sunset on the 
Ist of July. The tower is of cast iron, whilst the lightkeeper’s 
dwellings, which are detached from the tower, are of brick. A 
couple of six-pounder guns are mounted on the island, and the 
lightkeepers have each a snider rifle. The difficulty of iodine 
materials was got over by the employment of a steam derric 
crane. The works were‘executed by the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms from the designs and under the superintendence of Mr. 
David M. Henderson, C.E., the Chief Coast Lights’ Engineer. 
The tower was made in London by Messrs. Eastons, Amos, and 
Anderson, whilst the lantern and light were made by Messrs. 
Chance, of Birmingham. The light from the Tungsha light-vessel 
is, in ordinary weather, visible at Shaweishan, twenty nautical 
miles off; this apparatus was made by Messrs. Wilkins and Co., 
of London. The new light-vessel for Niuchuang has arrived at 
Shanghai, after a very lenghty passage from London, and on the 
9th Jaly she proceeded north to her station at the mouth of the 
Siam river. 

Extract from Notice to Mariners, No. 10, as published in the 
Shanghai papers :— 

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

No. 10 or 1871.—Saa-Wer-Suan Licat-Hovss (ENTRANCE OF 
YanatszE).—On the 1st of July the Sha-wei-shan Island Light, 
latitude, 31 N., 24 min. 30 sec., longitude, 122 E., 14 min. 15 sec., 
was duly exhibited. The apparatus is a catadioptric one of the 
first order, showing a fixed shite light all round thefhorizon. The 
light has its centre 229 feet above high water, and, in clear wea- 
ther, it will be visible twenty-two nautical miles. The tower, 
which'is fifty-five feet in height from base tojvane, is painted black, 
whilst the lightkeepers’ dwellings are painted white. Davin M. 
Henperson, Chief Coast Lights’ Engineer. Light-house En- 
gineers’-office, Shanghai, 10th July, 1871. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 21st July. The outward mail (French) of 
June 9 arrived out July 18. 

The following items are from the China Mail :— 

Mr. W. F. Mayers, H.B.M., Consul at Chefoo, has succeeded in 
rescuing two British subjects from the Korean authorities. He 
did so in H.M.S. Ringdove. A German subject, likewise held in 
imprisonment, was also demanded, but not obtained, though an 
officer of the N. G. frigate Hertha accompanied the expedition. 

The U.S. fleet has returned from the Korea,and is now at 
Chefoo or Shanghai. Lieutenant McKee’s body received funeral 
honours at Shanghai, and was placed on board steamer to be con- 
voyed home. 

Much excitement has been caused by the posting in Fatshan, 
Canton, and neighbourhood of placards inimical to foreigners, 
and descriptive of the sale of some imaginary “ genii powder.” 
Mr. Hughes (LI.M.’s Consul at Canton) has taken up the matter, 
and the Viceroy has promised his support in allaying the agita- 
tion. 

The claim for damages brought against the Attorney-General 
of Hong Kong by Kwok Asing for reiterated arrests on charges 
connected with the coolie tragedy on board the Nouvelle Penelope 
was submitted to a jury and disallowed. 

Reuter’s agents have discontinued to supply telegrams to the 
press of China, even for payment—we presume for commercial 
reasons. 

It is stated that the Canton authorities have determined upon a 
site at Honan for the erection of an arsenal, similar to those esta- 
blishments at Foochow and Shanghai, for themanufacture of vessels 
of war, as well as offensive weapons of the newest invention known 
tothe Western nations. It is further rumoured that orders have been 
sent more than a month ago to the scientific countries for appli- 
ances and machinery, Another rumour is to the effect that the 
meagre are dying to possess a dock of their own at the city of

The half-yearly meeting of the Hong Kong, Canton, and 
Macao Steamboat Company took place on the 17th July, when a 
dividend at the rate of 16 percent. per annum on the paid-up 
capital was declared. The company have ordered a new steamer 
from England, so as to establish a nightly service to and from 
Canton. 

‘We regret to have to announce the death, at Swatow, of Cap- 
tain Reay, master of the British barque Constantia, from drowning. 
It appears that he put off from shorea few nights since, in a sam - 
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pan, for his vessel, which he howover unfortunately never reached 
as the sampan was found next morning foul of a cargo boat, and 
had evidently capsized the evening previous. Neither the body 
of Captain Reay nor that of the sampan man have been found. 

A large number of distressed people, it is stated between 700 
and 800, have arrived from Hupeh at Canton, seeking for relief, 
having been driven from their homes by the recent floods in that 
Province. Some more of such people are expected to arrive. We 
fear the influxion may extend to this colony. 

We hear from Canton that the cotton pee machine re- 
cently set up at Honam under the auspices of the Rev. Mr. Vroo- 
man is working satisfactorily, producing about three piculs of 
cotton yarn daily. ‘This undertaking is likely to be a profitable 
oae. 








BORNEO.

SARAWAK.. 

The following items are from the Sarawak Gazette: — 

We hear that the schooner Courier, lately the property of the 
Borneo Company, has been lost on a reef on the Java coast. Be- 
sides a cargo of cattle, sheep, and ponies, she had a thousand dol- 
lars in specie on board. Her present owner is Tambie Abdullah, 
and she is uninsured. The wreck has been sold by the Dutch. 
The crew and some of the cargo were saved. 

The Opium Farm for 1871-2 will be sold by public auction at 
the Court-House on Monday, October 2nd (for the 1st November), 

A report has been published of the Coalfields at Ombelin in 
Sumatra. The coal is said to be superior to that from Labuan and 
Borneo, valuable for steamers, but not so good as English coal for 
iron-founding and gas-making. Large seams have been discovered 
in the island of Nias. : 

After the successful expedition of Mingat, who is at the present 
time in Sarawak, and the failure of the enemy in attacking the 
head of Sakarang, two slight reverses have occurred to our Dyak 
forces. Our force had a few wounded, but lost no lives; and 
they report many of the enemy to have been killed in the brush 
they had with them. 

The Undup bala has started, but it is expected it will not meet 
with better success than Lang Endang’s force did, as Dyaks armed 
with shields and spears can make little impression upon stron; 
stockades at the summit of steeps ; however, it is not gxpected 
that this mountain will be a permanent abode for the enemy, 
but merely a hold-fast to stop incursions into homesteads. The 
force commanded by Usit, only numbering twenty small boats, has 
returned from Katibas; they advanced to within a very short 
distance of the eneny’s houses in Bangkit, and there had an en- 
counter, which terminated in our party losing two lives; buth 
sides then retired, and ours came back having had enough of it. 

There is some interesting news from the Kayan and Koti coun- 
tries. A party of Sarawak and Sibu Malays some months ago went 
ona trading excursion up the Rejang river, and have just returned, 
after having penetrated as far as the head of the Koti river, the 
mouth of which is on the eastern side of Borneo. The Malays report 
the population to be very numerous and friendly. ‘The chiefs sent 
some handsome shields and swords to the Rajah, with a message 
to express their desire to come and meet him in Sarawak with a 
view to open trade ; their country is several weeks distant from 
the oath of the Koti, and many high rapids prevent intercourse 
by boats. This inland population has scarcely ever seen a Malay, 
and they were glad to receive salt at a moderate price. The 
Malays say rice is very plentiful, that one crop lasts two or three 
years ; however, these reports coming from a distance are apt to 
be exaggerated. 

The resident of Rejang reports trade active in his district, there 
is a great scarcity of rice, and this leads to extra work in gutta ; 
there is no anxiety in the minds of the friendly Dyaks or among 
the Chinese, and since the expedition of Mingat up the Kanowit 
river, many of the up-river population have sued to become friends. 
Layang, Entring, and the ubiquitous Lintong had gone up the 
Kanowit for the purpose of receiving those who wish in earnest 
to become friends, and to assist them in removing down the river. 
Layang and Entring are staunch friends to us, and their report 
when they return may be relied on.

The Legislative Council had only held one meeting during the 
fortnight, at which two new Bills relating to the summary juris- 
diction of magistrates and the police passed their first Teading. 
lt is proposed'to make some important alterations in the organisa- 
tion of the police, and also to raise their pay so as to obtain a 
better class of men. 

The interest in the Lalangore affair has not yet died out ; and 
the Colonial Secretary has gone in the steamer Pluto to confer 
with the Sultan concerning it. Mr. Birch has made an offi- 
cial report of the result of his expedition, which appears to 
be that three insubordinate rajahs have been outlawed, and the 
appointment of Tunkoo did Oodin, as governor of all his pro- 
vinces, confirmed by the Sultan in the presence of Mr. Birch and 
Captain Blomfield. The Sultan sent to Mr. Birch a pair of ele- 
phants’ teeth to be presented to the Queen. This result is 
regarded as highly satisfactory. 

The criminal sessions closed on the 25th J uly. The only im- 
ene case was a charge against the head of the Ghee Hok 

ongsee, of abducting a Chinese woman. While the case was 
pending it was rumoured that the Chinese societies meditated 
rising if the case was decided against the prisoner ; but no overt 
act was committed. The jury were unable to agree, and the pri- 
soner admitted to bail to take his trial next sessions,

YorouAMA (via San Francisco).—Business had continued on a fair 
scale, and settlements amounted to fully 2,500 piculs, making total set- 
tlements since the last American mail about 8,000 piculs, the greater 
part of which had been of good medium and fine grades ; prices had 
ruled much the xame as last quoted, the finer kinds moaintained full 
rates, but the medium grades were, if anything, slightly easier. Sup- 
plies had been plentiful, and stocks were increased. The quality showed 
some slight improvement. The Hong Kong sailed for San Francisco 
on the 18th Jaly with 139,181 lbs. The Flying Spur was on the berth 
for New York. Quotations :—Medium, $36 to 38 per picul ; good me- 
dium, $39 to 42; fine, $43 to 46; finest, $17 to 60; choicz, $52 up- 
wards, 

NAGASAKI (via San Francisco).—The only arrivals of new leaf had 
been some 500 bales suitable for Coloured, and about 200 bales suited 
for Uncoloured kinds. The former had becn bought for Shanghai at 
$17 to 19 per picul, and the lutter remained unsold, No fine Teas had 
reached this market, beyond a small lot of imitation Yokohama leaf, 
for which $33 per picul was asked. . 

KIUKIANG.—About 40 chops of Black Teas had been shipped un 
native account, but no settlements had been male. ‘There is nothing 
to report relative to Green Teas, 
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Hawxow.—The following is Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s re- 
port :—We have to report a much larger business here than that of the 
corresponding period of the previous year, viz:—24,857 chests, 9,360 
half-chests against 9,268 chests, and 1,800 half-chests. Of the above, 
a considerable portion is second crop leaf, or 8,065 chests, 4,728 half- 
chests. These Teas have come to hand much earlier than last year and 
are generally considered superior. First arrivals were nearly all from 
the Yong-low-toong district and were readily taken up at Tls. 21 to 22}. 
Q@ood parcels are still worth Tis 20 to 21. Inferior grades have ranged 
from T1s.17 to 20. Two or three favourite chops of Cheong-sow-kye 
Tea have been placed on the market ; we hear offers of Tls. 21 have been 
made for them, but no sales are reported. On the whole values have 
been well maintained throughout the fortnight, the range of price only 
declining as the quality of the Tea remaining on offer got inferior. The 
stock is now small and comprises few desirable parcels, Shipments on 
native account have continued on a fair scale, for the fortnight 34,850 
chests, 6,240 half-chests. 

SHANGHAI.—Measrs, Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. report as follows 
under date 14th July :—Black Teas: For several days after the issue of 
our last report demand was by no means active; advices of a large busi- 
ness done in Foochow and our own heavy shipments made buyers more 
cautious, and sales could only be effected by a reduction in price, which 
was gradually conceded by teamen till a decline of Tis. 2 was estab- 
lished in medium to good medium grades, when a large business ensued 
in them, and we think the best value obtained throughout the fortnight 
has been in this class. Common to flavoury Oonams have also been 
freely taken at Tis. 17 to 20, showing a reduction of Tls. 0.5.0. to 1 per 
picul. Fine to finest, being in limited supply, have been more firmly held, 
and cannot be quoted more than Tls. 1 lower. Of the second crop Teas 
which have been offered, some of the best have found buyers at Tis. 26 to 
27.5.0; and they are considered to compare favourably with last ycar’s 
crop. A few chops of old Tea have been taken at Tls. 12 to 14 per picul. 
Quotations (exchange at 6s. 04d., freight £3 per ton) :—Hohows, fair 
to medium, Is. 03d. to 1s. 33d.; Oonam, common to fair, 1s. Od. to 
1s. 2d. ; Oopacks, fair to medium, 1s. 23d. to 1s.5d.; do., good medium 
to fine, 1s, 54d. to 1s. 8d. ; Oanfas, medium to good medium, 18. 4}d. 
to 1s. 6d. ; Ningchows, medium to fine, 1s. 34d. to 1s, 82d. Green 
Teas: The business has been almost entirely confined to American 
buyers, who continue to take Pingsuey at Tis. 38 to 58 per picul for 
chops of average proportion. One parcel of finer lines has been settled 
at Tis. 65 per picul. The range of price is higb, compared with last 
year, but is not wholly attributable to an advance in price. The chops 
do not contain so many low lines as usual. 

Foocnow.—During the interval the market had been fairly active, 
all descriptions of Congou being in good demand and realising fall 
prices. Buyers for England had been somewhat inclined to caution io 
view of the present large export, but market prices had nevertheless 
been strongly supported as so many Australian orders for early Tea had 
been received, and again Teamen had an advantage over buyers as the 
supplies of new stock had been furwarded so sparingly, scarcely keeping 
pace with the settlements. A great weight of Congou had been de- 
spatched to the Colonies, but buying still continued, und there were 
several more cargoes nearly completed. The second crop Teas had re- 
cently arrived in quantity, and being well made and possessing strength 
and pungency they had been freely bought at prices which, com- 
pared with last season’s, were about Tls. 2 higher for the common 
grades, and from Tis. 3 to 5 for the better descriptions. Large settle- 
ments of Souchongs had been reported, the bulk of them being 
Intended for America. Prices had been very full, considering the 
quality of the Teas. Scented Teas had also been in considerable demand 
at recent quotations, Settlements had been: Congov, 50,625 chests, 
at Tis. 6.8 to 13.3 o.b. for dust to broken leaf; Tis. 13.3 to 18.6 o.b. 
for leafy to ordinary, Tls. 17 to 19.3 0.b. for fair to common, TIs. 20.8 
to 26 o.b. for flavoury to good medium, and Tis. 26.8 to 30.8 o.b. for 
good medium to fine. Sonchong, 8,585 chests, at Ts. 19.8 to 25.8 0.b. 
for common to medium, Tls. 27.8 to 42.8 o.b. for good medium to finest. 
Oolong, 6,062 half-chests, at ‘Tis. 22.3 o.b. for common to fair cargo, 
Tila, 25.8 to 26.8 o.b. for zood cargo, and Tis. 27.8. to 31.8 0.b. for su- 
perior cargo. Scented Teas, 28,534 boxes, at Ts. 22.8 to 24.8 o.b. for 
common, Tls. 25.3 to 27.8 o.b. for medium, and Tls. 29.3 to 34.1 0.b. 
= good medium to ;fine. Flowery Pekoe, 985 chests, at Tis. 31.8 to 

-8 0.b. 

Axoy.—About 2,800 half-chests of Congou had been taken at prices 
showing no change. Large purchases of Oolongs had again been made, 
and values had ruled even firmer than before. The settlements of these 
Teas since the opening of the market aggregate upwards of 70,000 
half-chests, while the receipts had been only about 65,000 half-chests, 
as up to the close buying from muster packages before the chops are at 
hand had steadily continued. On the berth for New York were the 
barques Lanercost and Ardentinny, and the steamer William Miller. 
The British clipper Leander was expected to load for the same destina- 
tlon. 

Canron.—The market had ruled quiet, and the entire business of 
the fortnight in all kinds of Teas had been small. About 15,000 boxes 
of Scented Teas had been settled at easier prices for most descriptions, as 
teamen had shown more desire to move off their stocks. A few parcels 
of Canton Greens had been taken for America and the Continent, 


SILK. 

Yoxonama (via San Francisco.)—Since the last American mail 
arrivals of new staples had been very small, and buyers having shown 
some anxiety to purchase, prices had advanced from $500 per picul to 
570, and at the close thore was not a bale of new Silk on offer. With 
the commencement of August large arrivals were expected, and the 
quality would no doubt show considerable improvement, as no really 
yood Silk had as yet made its appearance. 

SHANGHAT.—The following is from Messrs. Skeggs and Co.'s Cir- 
Cular :—There has been a large and active business during the fortnight 
at very irregular prices. The sclections made for the American market 
have been taken at extreme rates, and dealers are now trying to force 
Prices Tis. 10 to 15 higher than those given below, notwithstanding an 
eatubliched advance of Tis, 20 since our last issue. Prices in the inte- 
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rior are higher, and dealers complain of being unable to replace their 
stock.

THE KOREAN DIFFICULTY. 

Every item of information and rumour which reaches us 
concerning the American expedition adds, very much against 
our. will, a grain of weight against the discretion of its con- 
duct, aiid: a drachm to the necessity (imposed by the present 
situation) for prompt action. Any advantage that may have 
beén gained should be improved, and any loss of prestige that 
may have exacerbated the bitter memories of the French at- 
tack five years ago should be repaired, without delay. No 
doubt we must wait for the declaration of the policy of the 
Government of the United States in this matter before we 
can estimate, with any degree of confidence or fairness, its 
effect on the future of the intercourse between foreigners and 
the Koreans. - But, at the first blush of the evidence before us, 
it seems undeniable that the Koreans have the best of the 
argument and the best of the result of the engagements. 
True, they had their forts captured ; but they were imme- 
diately deserted by the foreigners who took them. On the 
other hand, the prejudice against foreign intercourse, if affairs 
are allowed to stand as they are, will have been vastly con- 
firmed. by the very guns which shattered the forts; and it 
will be a.far more arduous task to dislodge the animosity and 
vain-glory of: the, Koreans at the abrupt retreat of the Ame- 
ricans than it will be for them to reconstruct their batteries. 
- The Koreans took the arrival of an armed fleet as a de- 
mand, and they lost not a moment in replying clearly, as 
it appears to us, with the view of avoiding a collision, if possible. 
Whether they had made up their mindsto resist any proposition 
that might be made to them, or no, is beside the present 
question. It is certain that they made preparations to do 
so; but, in the mean-time, we think every candid mind will 
perceive that they not only totaily misapprehended the object 
of the expedition, but also asked for an explanation of that 
object in terms which any English gentleman might em- 
ploy in debate without the slightest failure of courtesy. At 
this point the main difficulty of the situation faces us. We 
are not told that any formal or categorical reply was given 
to the simple and nece3sary questions in the Korean des- 
patch. Allthat the American Minister vouchsafed was a de- 
claration that his mission was peaceful. We have no evidence 
that he declared formally that he did not want the Korean’s 
land, and that he did want to inquire into the destruction of 
the vessel, that he did want to make a treaty to save future 
vessels from destruction, and that to that end intercourse was 
necessary. So far from taking this reasonab!e course, it ap- 
pears to us that he took “French leave” to establish the 
intercourse denied him, and tvat the Admiral effected his in- 
troduction to a country which he was sent to conciliate 
in the strangest manner ever heard of in diplomacy. The 
Admiral pushed on, as it appears, after having been warned 
off. He sent a detachment ashore to take surveys (of all 
things the most irritating to an Oriertal), and thus gave colour 
to the idea which had prompted the main question in the 
Korean despatch— Do you wan: our land?” 

The rest is known. It is the preliminary part of the pro- 
ceedings, which requires explanation ; and this we trust Mr. 
Low and Admiral Ropaers may be able to give. In the mean- 
time it is clear that affairs cannot be allowed tu remain in their 
present pusitiun. The withdrawal of the American squadron is 
looked upon asa virtual defeat by the Koreans. They are 
now smarting under the losses they have sustained—and 
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will, therefore, immediately arm themselves to resist with 
more success a future attack. The American Government 
have now to decide on the course which it devolves on them 
to take. Their expedition was sent to open the Korea—its 
result has been to close it more firmly than before. They 
may well reflect on the wisdom of Lord Sranuey’s aphor- 
ism (in 1855) that “of all the errors a great nation can 
“commit, the greatest is to humiliate an enemy which it 
“ cannot crush.” The mischief that has been done must 
be repaired. To all present appearance the mission failed, 
not because its object was unreasonable, but because its 
commanders did not “ go the right way about it.” Another 
course is open and imperative—diplomacy through China or 
Japan ; and we are persuaded that temperate demands calmly 
explained, and backed by the distinct ultimatum of war, 
cannot fail to gain all that is required. 

The rumour which we gave in our last that the British 
fleet had sailed for the Korea turns out, as we said, to have 
no foundation. The “ British fleet” on this occasion hap- 
pened to consist of the gunboat Ringdove, which was des- 
patched, with Mr. Mayers, the acting Consul at Chefvo, on 
board, to take off two English sailors and a German who had 
been wrecked from the barque Chusan. The Englishmen 
were recovered ; the German, we regret to learn, was not 
surrendered. 


We have much pleasure in presenting our readers, in an- 
other column, an exhaustive article on “Judical Independence 
“at Singapore,” with which we have been favoured by acor- 
respondent in the Straits. The tone of this communication 
is so entirely in accordance with the views we expressed con- 
cerning Mr. OWEn’s unjustifiable supersession, and, moreover, 
the whole of the argument is reviewed so impartially by our 
contributor, that we will content ourselves with commending 
his present article to our subscribers, without overweighting 
it with any comments of our own. There is very little doubt 
that we shall have to return to the subject before long ; be- 
cause for power -to override justice is an abuse too little in 
accordance with the spirit of the nineteenth century to be 
maintained with impunity even by its most doughty and 
reckless champion. It is painful to reflect that Mr. OWEN 
has been removed before he was fully aware of the sym- 
pathy of the public, and the members of his profession at 
home, which was so unmistakably called forth by the 
gratuitous (aud spiteful indignity passed upon him. The 
“ powers that be” and their supple and malicious supporters 
may, however, rest assured that whenever the subject is re- 
newed, whether in Parliament or in legal circles, their con- 
duct on this occasion is certain to be severely criticised. The 
ATrorNEY-GENERAL’s attitude in defending “ with effusion” 
such an attack on the prerogatives of his profession is espe- 
cially condemned. If advocates do not respect the honour 
of the [Bench, how can they expect judges to protect the 
independence of the bar ? 





Tae removal of Vice-Admiral WELLESLEY and Rear-Ad- 
miral WiLMorT from their commands in the Channel Squad- 
ron have necessitated several changes in recent naval 
appointments.

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A CHINESE PUZZLE. 

Ir the adage be true which tells us that “happy is the 
country that has no history,” China, in this year of grace 
1871, must be a veritable Paradise. It is so unaccountably 
long since we heard anything from Mr. Wane that his pro- 
ceedings are beginning to be almost as much a mystery, and 
as great a source of anxiety, as the whereabouts of Dr. 
LivinestonE. The most curious part of the matter is, how- 
ever, that our Minister at Peking seems to have given over 
the practice of sending any news home at the precise mo- 
ment when the completion of the telegraph enabled him‘ to 
communicate with us most quickly. We suppose we 
must accept “no news as good news ;” but, in the mean- 
time, we are not quite satisfied that his Excellency 
Cuune How is not a great deal better informed of the state 
of the Chinese capital than we are, or that his Imperial 
master does not know much more of the condition of the 
British War Office than we are permitted to do of the forces 
of the Flowery Land. That astute diplomatist having spent 
a few months in France without getting an inch nearer to 
the settlement of the matters he was sent over to negotiate, 
and his presence in France having been persistently ignored 
by our own Government throughout the session, seems to 
have been struck with the “ happy thought ” of crossing the 
Channel to see us—a feat which he accomplished precisely 
two days after Parliament had risen, and our Foreign 
Secretaries had betaken themselves to the moors. It is 
just possible that this may have been a “coincidence ;’ 
but we must confess it does not look very like one. Atany 
rate, it achieves some very desirable objects—for the Chinese. 
First, no interview can now take place between Cuuna How 
and our Ministers ; secondly, no inconvenient questions can 
be asked about Cuune How and his mission in the House of 
Commons ; and, thirdly, Caune How will be able to go home 
at his own convenience with the proud and incontrovertible 
statement that he waited on England in due form, and that 
he found not one member of our Government at his post to 
receive him. This is how our interests in the Far East are 
being frittered away ; and, in order to deprive us of any special 
complaint against such neglect, Mr. Wap, with a persistency 
which is as disheartening as it is unaccountable, fails to send 
home any intelligence which the Foreign-office vouchsafes to 
communicate to the public. We have no means now of 
remedying the evil complained of; we can but protest 
against it ; but Mr. Wane cannot but be aware of the anxiety 
which his protracted and unreasonable reticence is exciting 
in the public mind :— 

“ Horror ubique animos ; simul ipsa silentia terrent.” 





JUDICIAL INDEPENDENCE IN SINGAPORE. 
(COMMUNICATED.) 

In 1867, while Sir Harry Ord was still in the full flush of 
carrying everything before him in the Legislative Council, an Act 
was pe authorising the Governor, whenever it should appear 
(to himself, of course) necessary, for any special or temporary 
p se, to appoint as many judges of the Supreme Court as 
might be expedient, who were to act until such purpose had been 
accomplished, or until the appoirttment was cancelled. With the 
first breath of opposition, in 1868, it was pointed out that such 
powers were extremely unconstitutional. To give a Governor 
power to appoint a judge for a special purpose whenever he 
thought fit was to empower him to set sate the ordinary Court, 
and to delegate toa creature of his own any case which he did 
not like to entrust to a too independent judge. To let him ap- 
point a judge to act until his own appointment was cancelled was 
to make the tenure of the judicial office dependent on the uncon- 
trolled pleasure of the Governor. The Act was therefore re- 
pealed, and in lieu of it a power was given, in the event of the 
absence or incapacity of one of the regular judges, to appoint a tem- 
porary judge, to act during such absence or incapacity. Thus the 
power was limited to the single event of a regular judge's absence 
or incapacity, and the appointment was fixed to last during the 
length of the contingency which created the temporary vacancy. 

Such was the state of the law when the Governor, and shortly 
after him, the Chief Justice, left Singapore, early in the present 
year. Colonel Anson was appointed to act as a temporary go- 
vernor in Sir Harry Ord's place, and upon its being represented 
to him that some inconvenience was found by the public from 
the absence of a resident judge, he announced in the Gazette of 
the 24th May that Mr. Owen had been appointed to act as a tem- 
porary judge. But as if it had been predetermined that every 
step should be marked by a blunder, the Gazette stated that the 
appointment had been made under the repealed Act of 1867, in- 
stead of the repealing ordinance of 1868, This mistake, however, 
waa of no moment, except as an indication of the capacity and 
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care which the local Executive brought to their duties. The gen- 
tleman appointed was the senior magistrate, a man of high charac- 
ter, both as a gentleman and as a lawyer ; and he at once entered 
upon his new duties. A month, however, had not elapsed when 
the public was informed by a fresh announcement in the Crazette 
that the appointment was cancelled, on the ground that “ the 
particular work for which Mr. Owen had been appointed had been 
completed.” Now, we are sorry to say anything unpleasant of so 
respectably-edited a publication as the Straus Government Ga- 
zette, but we are compelled to say of the above statement that it 
was not true. Mr. Owen had not been appointed for any par- 
ticular work ; indeed, any attempt to limit his functions and 
make him a dit of a judge, to use Mr. Greenshield’s expression, 
would have been simply nugatory, and illegal; but, further, the 
“ particular work” in which Mr. Owen had been engaged—mat- 
ters of routine, and matters not admitting of delay—was by no 
means completed, as the Bar plainly proved in certain reso- 
lutions which they passed and sent to Colonel Anson, on hearing 
what had happened. The cancellation of Mr. Owen's appoint- 
ment was a second and serious blunder, legally as well as consti- 
tutionally ; and the concealment of the real cause of it under a 

pretext to which the books of the Court gave the flattest contra- 

diction, was a third. 

But this does not close the catalogue of the Acting Governor's 
blunders. Another is to be found in what really led to the dis- 
missal. Mr. Owen was cashiered simply because he refused to obey 
an order issued to him by Colonel Anson requiring him not to try 
a certain matter which had been set down for hearing, and in 
which the Government had an interest. That the Executive 
has no power to isgue prohibitions and injunctions to Courts, 
and that every judge is bound to exercise the functions of 
his office when properly required to do so, are elementary princi- 
ples which a gallant officer of artillery or of police may perhaps 
be excused for not knowing ; but gentlemen who fill even tempo- 
rarily the office of a Colonial Governor have no excuse for bein, 
ignorant of them. Colonel Anson had no power to issue any suc 
order, and Mr. Owen would have violated his duty and degraded 
his office if he had given it any attention. The Acting Governor, 
in a word, committed a fourth blunder in making such an order, 
and a fifth in cancelling the appointment through resentment of 
the disobedience which he properly encountered. We shall not 
impute to him any responsibility for the tone in which Mr. Birch, 
the Colonial Secretary, allowed himself, in the Legislative Coun- 
cil, to speak of the gentleman who had thus been publicly in- 
sulted. 

Such is the pretty pass to which things have come in Singapore. 
Though the Colonial-office has always defended the theory, it has 
rarely sanctioned the practice of Governors removing Judges. In- 
deed, its defence of its theory has mainly been that the power of 
removal was merely a brutum fuimen in the hands of a Governor, 
since he wielded it with the rope round his neck. Mr. Owen's 
case will be a sufficient answer to such reasoning ; for it shows 
that the executive power may sometimes be entrusted to heads 
weak enough to be intoxicated by the fumes even of a brief and 
temporary authority. Certainly, to judge from their stumbling 
and tumbling from beginning to end in this transaction, the Act- 
ing Governor and his advisers seem sorely in need of sedatives, 
and Lord Kimberley is not the man to be either slow or gentle in 
administering them when they are required. But will his eyes 
be opened to the necessity of restoring to the Supreme Court 
that independence which it enjoyed under the Government of 
India, which it lost when it passed under the administration 
of Downing-street, and which they, the Colonists, have repeatedly 
asked to be restored? The Duke of Buckingham in answering 
the Straits petitions on this subject in eopremer, 1868, observed 
that Her Majesty's Government “ was fully alive to the import- 
ance, or rather paramount necessity, of enabling Colonial Judges 
to administer the law in all cases brought before them, without 
any apprehension of direct or indirect interference from the Exe- 
cutive ;” and Lord Kimberley is probably willing to endorse these 
views ; but can practical effect be given to them as long as the 
powers of suspension areleftin the hands of a local Executive? The 
present casse is but one of many which testify how unqualified 
the ordinary personnel of such an Executive is in knowledge, dis- 
cretion, and temper, for exercising such powers. 





THE MISSION OF CHUNG HOW. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE, ) 

The arrival in London of Chung How, the Chinese Envoy, has at- 
tracted singularly little public attention. To those who remember the 
flourish of trumpets which greeted the arrival of Mr. Burlingame and 
his associate Ministers, the two native Government clerks, the apathy 
with which the presence among us of the Imperial Commissioner of 
Trade and Vice-president of an Imperial Board is regarded is striking 
enough. We have not, however, far to look for one cause of the dif- 
ference between the welcomes accorded to these envoys. Mr. Bur- 
lingame was believed to be—and he was the last man to dispel the 
illusion—the bearer of a spontaneous offer on the part of the Govern- 
ment of China to admit Europeans into a full community of interests 
with its own subjects, whereas Chung How comes as the apologist fora 
reat national crime with which his own name has been unpleasantly as- 
sociated. He has even been accused of being an accomplice of the mur- 
derers of the unfortunate victims of the Tientain Massacre ; but for this 
charge we believe there is not the slightest foundation, That he 
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showed himself wanting in presence of mind and decision when the 
emergency arose we readily allow. There is no doubt also that he was 
well aware of the mischief brewing weeks before the outbreak took 
place, for it is admitted that he warned his own Government against 
the impending danger; and the mistake he made was that, being 
aware of this, he failed to acquaint the foreign consuls with the state 
of the popular feeling. It is probable that in his own mind he mach 
underrated the force of the public animosity against the missionaries ; 
and we can quite imagine that he was as much astonished as anybody 
at the unlooked-for dimensions which the riot assumed. But this does 
not justify the decidedly neutral attitude he maintained throughout. 
‘And it must be confessed therefore that, though his error was one only 
of judgment, he yet is not entirely frec from blame in the matter. 
ut, in addition to this, the cloud of Mr. Burlingame's unfulfilled 
romises overshadows him. Every one must admit that Mr. Bur- 
me's mission was for the time being a great success. He was 
graciously received at every Court which he visited, from Washington 
to St. Petersburg; and he gained the adhesion of the most distin- 
guished of European statesmen to the programme he proposed on 
behalf of the Sovereign he had chosen to represent. But, unfor- 
tunately, that he might be able thus to chain fortune to his chariot 
wheels, he was obliged to make promises in the name of his august 
master, and, still more unfortunately, those promises have to this day 
remained unredeemed. The regult of this untoward discrepancy is now 
apparent. The Overland China Mail publishes a despatch purporting to 
be addressed by M. Jules Favre to Chung How in answer to az applica- 
tion on his part to be allowed to present his credentials to M. Thiersin 
rgon, in which the Foreign Minister reminds Chung How that Mr. 
arlingame was received at an audience by the ex-Emperor only on 
the understandingjthat the same privilege would be accorded to the 
representative of France at Peking, and that up to this time this 
pledge has been unfulfilled ; he therefore politely sheives the question 
of an audience with the Chief of the Executive, and promises to ap- 
int a diplomatic fanctionary to confer with the envoy on the sub- 
ject of his mission. This reply is exactly what it should be, and it 
will do more to open the eyes of the Chinese to the necessity of ac- 
knowledging the equality of Western nations with themselves than 
any number of gunboats at the ports or hostile demonstrations 
against the capital. The Chinese Government have become 80 
accustomed to see their ambassadors, of whatever rank, received 
at audiences by European Sovereigns, while the foreign repre- 
sentatives at Peking have submitted to exclusion from the Imperial 
Palace, that they doubtless confidently expected that the elevated rank 
and high social position of Chung How would have borne him through, 
notwithstanding the extra weight circumstances have compelled him 
to carry. This check will therefore be a surprise to them, and it is to 
be hoped that it may act as a healthy alternative. They will, at least, 
learn from it that they have drawn to the full amount of their credit 
on the indulgence of the European Powers, and that the time has come 
when, if they lay claim to be treated on terms of equality with civi- 
lized nations, they must acknowledge the reciprocal obligations which 
will be required of them. It is a matter of congratulation that Chung 
How’s mission led him to the French Court in the first instance, as it 
now only remains for our Foreiga-Office to follow up the line of policy 
initiated by M. Jules Favre.

The Mirzapore steamship, built for the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 

ny by Messrs. Caird and Co., of Greenock, and commanded by Cap- 
Bin A. Parish, underwent a most successful trial on the 30th ult. at 
the measured mile in Stokes’ Bay. The Mirzapore isa sister ship to 
the Khedive, which was despatched to the Eastern seas a little over 
thice months since, and the Pekin and Peshawur, both of which will 
be ready for service before the end of the year. The following are 
her leading dimensions :—Length between perpendiculars, 380ft. Sin. ; 
breadth of beam, 42ft. 6in.; depth from top of floor to spar deck, 
88ft. lin. ; tonnage, builders’ measurement, 3,762 ; registered tonnage, 
2,090 ; engine-room ditto, 1,672; gross tonnage 3,762. Her engines 
are on the combined high and low condensing principle, of 600-horse 
power nominal, indicating 3,182 during the trial; two 68in. and two 
96in. cylinders, with a stroke of 4ft. 6in.; heating surface of boilers, 
11,720 square feet ; firegrate surface, 820 do., and condensing surface, 
6,059 do. She is fitted with a common four-bladed propeller, 17ft. 6in. dia- 
meter ; pitch, 224ft. to 24ft.; length, about 4ft. 3in. With a pressure 
of 48lbs. of steam, 263in. vacuum, and engines making 62 revolu- 
tions per minute, she made two runs on the mile with the following 
resulta :—First ron, against wind and tide, 5 min., 12°000 knots per 
hour ; second run, 8 min. 47 sec., 15°850 knots, giving a true mean 
speed of 13:925 knots per hour. Wind at the time light from the 
south-east ; barometer, 30°03in. ; smooth sea. The vessel had a total 
weight on board of coals, water, and stores, of 905 tons, and her 
draught of water was 17ft. 8in. forward, and 18ft. 9in. aft, her mean 
draught being 18ft. 24in.
